On the other 
hand, Lot represents a totally different class of believers. 
Job puts himself in this company when he says: “I am es- 
caped with the skin of my teeth.”

suffer loss; but he himself shall be saved; yet so as by fire.” 
In other words, although these believers are saved by grace, 
their works have not glorified God, and they have nothing

Reports on 
W orld 
Missionary 
Tour 


“It is a sad thing that the Come 
munists propagate ideas and influ- 
ence nations, while we hand out 
bread and have so little influence,” 
said Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., founder 
and chairman of the board of trus- 
tees of Bob Jones University Oct. 
20th as he reported on his recent 
world missionary tour to a packed 
audience in the Rodeheaver Audi- 
torium on the University Campus, 
Greenville, S. C. 

During the past six weelss, Dr. 
Jones spoke to missionaries and 
religious leaders in France, Italy, 
Palestine, Pakistan, India, the 
Philippine Islands, Formosa, Ja- 
pan, Korea, and the Hawaiian 
Islands on a trip which was made, 
as he explained, “not to size up 
political, social, or financial con- 
ditions, but to make a sort of re- 
ligious laboratory test by preach- 
ing the Gospel under all these dif- 
ferent flags to see what the dif- 
ferent reactions would be. I found 
every mission field that I visited 
responsive to the Gospel, and the 
Bob Jones University missionaries 
serving on these fields are out- 
standing evangelical Christian 
leaders who are giving out this 
Gospel message. 


“IT found it easier to get people 
to accept Jesus Christ in every 
country that I visited than it is 
here in the United States,” he con- 
tinued. “This does not mean that 
the nations of the world have the 
foundation in the ethical teachings 
of the Gospel that America has 
nor does it mean that they are in 
as good condition as America. 
Most of the leaders I met, with 
the exception of Chiang Kai-shek, 
and Ham Tai Yong, the vice-presi- 
dent of Korea, seem to be more 
interested-in their countries being 
better off than they are in their 
countries being better. 

“T had two visits with General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek, and I con- 
ferred upon him, at the request 
of the executive committee of the 
board of trustees, the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws. I told 
him that Bob Jones University 
was conferring this degree upon 
him because in addition to being a 
great statesman and military 
genius, we understood him to be 
a Christian who stood for the 
fundamental evangelistic Gospel 
emphasis of Bob Jones University. 
The General said, ‘I have received 
several honorary degrees and a 
few other honors that have been 
given to me, but I appreciate this 
more than any other honor I have 
had because Bob Jones University 
is a Christian institution, and is

tions, and a large number of dis- 
tinguished leaders, including rep- 
resentatives of the United States 
Embassy. “There are many things 
I could say about conditions in 
Korea,” he said, ‘‘as I consider this 
country, at this time, to be the 
greatest open door of Gospgl op- 
portunity in the world.” 

In concluding his message, Dr. 
Jones said, “Nations as nations

FRUIT — AND MORE FRUIT 


The purging, pruning process on 
the lives that are bearing frwt for 
God (John 15:2) is for the pur- 
pose of causing those lives to pro- 
duce more fruit. Jesus says, “Unto 
every one that hath shall be given” 
(Matt. 25:29). (The context shows 
that He means “every one that 
uses what he has for God, shall 
be given more to use.’*) There are 
indeed times when it appears that 
little or no fruit is being borne. 
The vineyards in California that 
are pruned down appear to be 
utterly ruined,—but those vines 
are fruit-bearers and the pruning 
is to make them MORE FRUIT- 
FUL. ; 

Paul and Silas were fruit-bear- 
ing Christians. Then there came 
a lull in their public activities. 
They were beaten with many 
stripes (Acts 16:23), cast into the 
inner prison and their feet were 
made fast in the stocks. Very dis- 
couraging circumstances these 
from-a natural viewpoint,—but 
there was one type of fruit that 


they could yet bring forth. AT 
MIDNIGHT they prayed “and 
isang praises unto God.” This 


‘“praise-fruit” could be borne even 
in the midst of those most unlikely 
conditions.

‘tion. “The love of money is the 
‘root of all evil.”

The Bible contains the record 
'of some wise decisions as well as 
isome very sad and foolish ones. 
Moses made a wise choice when 


he “refused to be called the son 
of Pharaoh’s daughter; Choosing 
rather to suffer affliction with the 
people of God, than to enjoy the 


pleasures of sin for a season.’” 


In his case, as in every other, it 
took a great deal of grace to Say, 
No. Moses might have become a 
great ruler in Egypt, having the 
control of vast wealth. But his gain 
would have been only transitory. 
In order to win eternal riches, he 
refused this alluring prospect. As 


sent to “the backside of the des- 
ert” where, for forty years, he 
did nothing more spectacular than 
| to shepherd sheep. At length, how- 
‘ever, God Almighty brought him 
forth, and in the last forty. years 
of his life He used His servant as 
one of the greatest leaders the 
world has ever known. Eternal 
issues were involved in Moses’ wise 
choice. In the Book of Revelation 
we are told that the great chorus, 
sung by the redeemed, will be 
“the song of Moses and of the 
Lamb.” No one would have heard 
of Moses had he not made his 
great decision to live for God. 
Afiother wise and noble choice 
was made by Joshua when he Said: 
“As for me and my house, we will

Again, Ruth, the Moabitess, 
chose wisely when she took Naomi 
as her leader and Naomi’s God 
as her God. As a result, Ruth be- 
came an ancestress of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

In addition to these Bible char- 
acters, history furnishes the re- 
cord of honored leaders and ex- 
amples who would never have been 
known beyond a small circle, ex- 
cept for the fact that they de- 
liberately chose to follow Jesus 
Christ. That choice has given them 
“favor with God and man.” 


Lot’s Choice 

The Bible also speaks of some 
tragic decisions. As for Lot, he 
seemed to be invariably led in 
wrong directions because he was 
moved by wrong motives. 

First of all, Lot made a selfi 
choice. He claimed all the plain 
the Jordan because it 
watered everywhere, There are 
several reasons why he should have 
deferred to Abraham. In the first 
place, Lot was the younger of the 
two. Furthermore, everything that 
Lot had, had come to him as a 
result of his association with this 
man of God. If Lot had been fair 
and generous, he would have gone 
to his uncle and said, ‘Uncle 
Abraham, it is your right to make 
the choice. I will take what is 
left.” But it was not in his heart 
to do this; therefore Abraham 
magnanimously yielded his rights 
and, invited Lot to take whatever 
he wished. Before the young man 
stretched all the fertile plain of 
Jordan. Behind him rose the bar- 
ren. hills of Judah. As he looked 
at the plains, he thought of their 
common problem of finding 
ture for their sheep, and selfishly 
he replied, “I choose the plain!’ 

In the second place, Lot made 
a worldly choice. That is, it had 
in it no thought of God. If he had 
only stopped to think and to pray! 
But there is no suggestion that he 
so much as lifted his eyes to God. 
Like a great many other believers 
in such important moments, he 
was influenced by what his eyes 
saw and what his heart craved.

You perhaps say: “‘He 
can; but there is something in 
me that cannot attain to it, and 
which God does not take away.” 


I want to ask you, Can believers 
live a holier life than is generally 
lived? Can believers experience the 
keeping power of God all the day, 
to keep them from sin? Can be- 
lievers be kept in fellowship with 
God? And I bring you a message 
from the Word. of God, in ‘these 


words: Kept by the power of God. 


can never get so far, as that every 
word of their mouth should be to 
the glory of God. But it is what 
God wants of them; it is what God 
expects of them. God is willing to 
set a watch at the door of their 
mouth; and if God will do that. 
cannot He keep their tongue and 
their lips? He can; and that is 
what God is going to do for them 
that trust Him. God’s keeping is 
all-inclusive, and let everyone who 
longs to live a holy life think out 
all their needs, and all their weak- 
nesses, and all their shortcomings, 
and all their sins, and say deliber- 
ately: “Is there any sin that my 
God cannot keep me from?”

Continuous and Unbroken 


People sometimes say: “For a 
week or a month God has kept 
me very wonderfully: I have lived 
in the light of His countenance, 
and I cannot say what joy I have 
not had in fellowship with Him. 
He has blessed me in my work for 
others. He has given me souls; and 
at times I.felt as if I were car- 
ried Heavenwards on eagle wings. 
But it did not continue. It was 
too good; it could not last.” And 
some say: “It was necessary that 
I should fall to keep me humble.” 
And others say: “I know it was 
my own fault; but somehow you 


cannot always live up in the 
heights.” 
Oh, beloved, why is it? Can 


there be any reason why the keep- 
ing of God should not be contin- 
uous and unbroken? Just think. 
All life is in unbroken continuity. 
If my life were stopped for half 
an hour, I would be dead, and 
my life gone. Life is a contin- 
uous thing, and the life of God 
is the life of His: church, and the 
life of God is His almighty pow- 
er working in us. And God comes 
to us as the Almighty One, and 
without any condition He offers 
to be my Keeper; and His keep- 
ing means that day by day, mo- 
ment by moment, God is going 
to keep us.

Utter Impotence and Helpless- 
ness Before God 


At the bottom of all faith there 
is a feeling of helplessness. If I 
have a bit of business to transact, 
perhaps to buy a house, the con- 
veyancer must do the work of 
getting.the transfer of the pro- 
perty in my name, and making 
all the arrangements. I cannot do 
that work, and in trusting that 
agent I confess I cannot do it. 
And so faith always means help- 
lessness. In many cases it means: 
I can do it with a great deal of 
trouble, but another can do it bet- 
ter. But in most cases it is ut- 
ter helplessness; another must do 
it for me. And that is the secret 
of the spiritual life. A man must 
learn to say: “I give up every- 
thing; I have tried and longed, 
and thought and prayed; but fail- 
ure has come. God has blessed me 
and helped me, but still, in the 
long run, there has been so much 
of sin and sadness.” What a 
change comes when a man is thus 
broken down into utter helpless- 
ness and self-despair, and says: “I 
can do nothing!” 

Remember Paul. He was living 
a blessed life, and he had been 
taken up into the third Heaven, and 
then the thorn in the flesh came, 
“a messenger of Satan to buffet 
him.” And what happened? Paul 
could not understand it, and he 
prayed the Lord three times to 
take it away. But the Lord said, 
in effect: 

‘‘No; it is possible thou mightest 
exalt thyself, and therefore I have 
sent thee this trial to keep thee 
weak and humble.” 

And Paul then learned a lesson 
that he never forgot, and that 
was—to rejoice in his infirmities. 
He said that the weaker he was, 
the. better it was for him: for 
when he was weak he was strong
